This party, with their bags and bundles, 
simply want to be directed where and 
how to go to reach their friends. 

Here is a young Lithuanian girl, heart- 
broken because her precious feather bed 
and pillows have been lost in transit. 
The league's Lithuanian visitor consoles 
her and says she will write at once to 
the steamship company to have the bag- 
gage forwarded. 

In the corner, weary and forlorn, sits 
another Russian, who was sent from the 
Battery in New York, by an employment 
agent, to a promised job” in 
North Carolina.

A friend, who has been 
longer in the country, brings in half a 
fozen newly arrived Polish girls. They 
have found jobs as chambermaids in a 
big downtown hotel and are kept on duty 
for twelve hours each day.

And here 
is a pretty young girl who has traveled 
Glone across the water and who is bound 
& an address about which the league has 
suspicions. She will be kept overnight 
le the league’s Plymouth bouse until the 
Cage can be investigated.

The story told tonight waza tale of how in- 
fluence was to be exerted in the seats of the 
mighty in Washington to prevent unfavora- 
ble investigations into the doings of the 
street, of how lawsuits that the financial 
interests in New York would not like were to 
be prevented, and: of how the gold brick 
seller was generally to protect the inter 
ests of the sought for clients in the political 
game in the capital. 


Relates Story of Big Plot. 

Representative A. Mitchell Palmer of 
Pennsyivania, one of the prominent Demo- 
crats in the house and a close friend of the 
presidemt, told the story, and Edward Lau- 
terbach, a New York lawyer, and Repre- 
sentative Daniel J. Riordan of New York 
gave the committee some light on its de- 
tails. 

According to Mr. Palmer, Lewis Cass Led- 
yard, another New York lawyer, was the 
man who was largely instrumental in foil- 
ing the plot. The name of the man who pro- 
posed to do all these things In Washington 
was not given to the committee, although Mr. 
Palmer acknowledged he had strong s#us- 
picions of his identity. 

Mr. Palmer told the committee that the 
representations of influence in Washington 
had gone so far as to bring in the names of 
the speaker, of the majority leader in the 
house, and of at least two other prominent 
@Pnbers whose names he did pot give. 

He said thet after Mr. Ledyard had en- 
gaged in many telephone conversations with 
the man who had all these goods for sale 
in Washington, he had met Edward Lauter- 
bach. a New York attorney, under the sup- 
position that Lauterbach was representing 
the ueer of the telephone. 


Lauterbach Hears Palmer Story. 

Lauterbach was in the committee room and 
Hatened to all the testimony of Mr. Palmer, 
who spent nearly two hours on the stand. 

Later he denied that he had tried to secure 
employment with big interests in New York 
on the strength of supposed power in the 
capital. He swore that his only effort was to 
“estore the entente cordiale” he had pre- 
viously enjoyed with Morgan & Co., and 
which he thought had been broken because of 
his friendly relations with David Lamar, 
whom he described as a “ Wail street oper- 
ator’’ who usually operated on the ‘‘ bear 
side of the street.”’ 

As @ result of Mr. Lauterbach’s testimony, 
the committee probably will call Lamar, 
George F. Baker of the First Nationa! bank of 
New York, Pau! D,Cravath, Francis Lynde 
Stetson, and Mr. dyard, all New York at+ 
torneys, and Charles Steels of Morgan & Co. 

To several of these men, Lauterbach man- 
tained, he had talked about his reinstatement 
in the good graces of the house of Morgan. 

His only reference to anything in Wash- 
ington, Lawerbach said, was as to the gen- 
eral situation here, the tendency to investi- 


gate things and the apparent desire for sults 


against big concerns. 
‘May Hear Lauterbach Again. 

The committee adjourned subject to the 
eall of the chair, but it reserved the right 
to summon Lauterbach to the stand agajn 
after they had heard from the other New 
Yorkers. 

Roth Mr. Lauterbach and Representative 
Daniel J. Riordan of New York appeared 
before the committee to tell what they knew 
about the charges made by Robert Scott 
Lovett of the Union Pacific Railroad com- 
pany, that an attempt had been made 
through the use of Rierdan’s name to secure 
the employment of Lauterbach as counsel 
for the railroad in the Union Pacific-South- 
ern Pacific dissolution sult.

CELEBRATION HERE ON JULY 1 


The leaders of the suffrage lobby, whe 
yesterday morning saw the governor sign the 
bill giving votes to 1,500,000 women of Illinois, 
returned to Chicago early last evening filled 
with joy and bringing portions of the famous 
emancipation pen. 

The women who arrived in town were Mra. 
Grace Wilbur Trout, president of the Iilinois 
Equal Suffrage association, and Mrs. Sher- 
man M. Booth, chief of the lobby. They had 
stayed at their posts in Springfield all through 
the exciting final weeks and since the assem- 
bly adjourned, waiting for the governor's 
signature. 

The third of the trio, Mre. Antoinette Funk, 
was not with the party. She had, according 


to the other two, became engrossed at the 


executive mansion in a game of croquet 
and thus had missed the train. 

A group of the friends of the leaders was 
at the railroad station to meet them on thetr 
triumphant return. Everybody was happy. 


Glory Enough for All. 

At the depot Mrs. Booth made a statemen? 
to the public, which is as follows: 

“ We owe our victory to all classes of pede 
ple, to men and women of diversified oce 
cupations and callings, to people of all creeds 
and denominations, to members of a]! polite 
ical parties and to the codperation ant unpres. 
cedented support of the press, of suffragé or- 
ganizations, and of individuals from every 
corner of the state, and finally to the support 
of our chief executive and the state officers. 

“In the legisiature our support came from 
as many diversified sources. The parties 
were represented by the followtng votes on 
the last roll call: Senate—Republicans, 17% 
Democrats, 10; Progressives, 2 House— 
Republicans, 32; Democrats, 24; Progress 
ives, 24; Socialists, 3. 

“ The various professions and occupations 
of both hotses were represented as foliowss 
Lawyers, 43; physicians, 4; dentists, 1; banke 
érs, 6; ministers, 3; farmers, 21; publishera, 
6; teachers, 1; business men, 27. 

“The different religious denominations 
voted for us as follows: Unitariane, 1; Quake 
ers, 1; Congregationalists, 8; Jewish, 23 
Lutherans, 3; atheists, 3; Episcopalians, 4 
Christians, 6; Baptists, 9; Presbyterians, 10; 
Catholics, 10; Methodists, 20; “the Big 
church,”’ 40. 

“ The one negro in the legislature, true te 
the women of his race, voted for the bill.” 

Gives Lawmakers Credit. 

Mrs. Trout recounted the story of the fight 
in the legislature and gave credit for the 
result to the fair mindedness of the legisla- 
tors, the newspapers, and suffrage organ- 
izations. In the latter connection she men- 
tioned particularly Mrs. Harriette Treadwell 
and Mrs. James Morrisson, who, she said, 
‘‘ gave support when needed.” She deplored 
the fact that it had been found necessary te 
invite to @pringfield for participation in the 
fight “ only those suffrage workers who were 
familiar with the legislature and the imme 
diate conditions under which it wae worke 
ing.”’ 

She quoted Gov. Dunne as saying after he 
had signed the bill: | 

“I put aside absolutely all questions of 
politics in signing this measure. I signed it 
only because I believed it to be right. Iam 
happy in the thought that I have done what 
my conscience dictated.’’ 

She declared that there was no question as 
to the constitutionality of the act.

DUNNE GIGNS SUFFRAGE BILL 

| Springfield, Ul, June 26.—[Special.]—” Dis- 
regarding all political consequences I do 
| what I think is just and right.” 

| . With these words, Gov. Dunne affixed his 
official signature te Senate Bill 68—the wom- 
an’s suffrage bill—at 9:64 o’clock this morn- 
1 ing. 

The executive action was taken at the cli- 
max of an impressive scene. Around the 
governor were grouped the women who had 
fought for the bill through the senate and 
house. 

Mrs. Dunne stood at the governor's elbow 
and watched his every motion. Four pens,

complished fact. 

Following a feminine and properly re 
strained celebration and mutual congratula- 
tory period, the women carried the bill ¢o

She smiled as she remarked proudly that she 
was the first Chicago woman to be given a 
license for carrying arevolver. Then she ex- 
hibited a medal which had been given her 
by the boys at Pontiac reformatory, and 
gave every indication she is going in for re~- 
form. 

“We will make a clean city,” continued 
the queen boss. “ There are not encugh 
street sweepers down here.” 

Admiring followers asserted she could get 
any office she wamts, They told pf her stand- 
ing at the polls in snowstorms and rain and 
slush, telling newcomers where they should 
mark their ballots, and “helping her 
friends.” They say she already has an or- 
ganization of 5,000 Italian women through 
the city, with a big organization in the First 
ward. On Sunday she is going to get her 
west side force busy by holding a meeting 
at Forquer and Desplaines streets, with the 
Incoronata society, of which she is president.

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ENFRANCHISING OF WOMEN 
CAUSES ELECTION PUZZLE. 


Redistricting at Present Under Way 
Cannot Be Stopped, Although New 
Precincts Will Be Needed. 


When Gov. Dunne yesterday signed the 
woman suffrage bill he created several prob- 
lems for the board of election commissioners 
of Chicago, the most pressing of which is 
whether the new voters will force a change 
in the precinct redistricting plans. 

After puzzling over the situation the great- 
er part of the day Chief Clerk William H. 
Stuart decided to proceed with the work 
now in hand and to make the precinct 
changes on the basis of the vote in the last 
general election. 

Stuart concedes that the work may have 
to be done over again after the aldermanic 
election next year, when the women will get 
their first votes in Chicago under the new 
law, but asserts the existing statutes do not 


permit him to anticipate what may happen 


a year hence. 

“ We are required,’’ he said, “ to redistrict 
the precincts after each presidential election. 
We finished ten wards before the recent al- 
dermanic election and are now working on 
the remaining twenty-five wards. 

“The law contemplates 800 voters to a 
precinct, or as near that number as possible. 
The ten wards we have finished showed a re- 
ceding vote because of the encroachment of 
railroad terminals and manvtfacturing plants 
in former residence districts. As a result we 
reduced the total number of precincts in the 
aldermanic election from 1,887 to 1.266. 

“In the big residence wards which we are 
now cutting up we find greatly increased 
votes, and the probability is that when we 
have finished the number of precincts will be 
close to 1,400, greater than ever before. 

“We are not permitted to make precinct 
changes oftener than every four years un- 
less the voting strength of a precinct ex- 
ceeds 450. 

“ As it costs, or rather will cost, about 
$254 to operate each election précinct next 
year it is readily seen that the advent of 
women in politics will increase the expenses 
of holding elections.”’

Mrs. Edward F, Dunne tonight said: 

a am, of course, delighted that the 
woman’s suffrage bill has become a law, 
and particularly am I gratified that it was 
my husband’s signature which permitted 
it to become law. I expect to take advan- 
tage at any opportunity to exercise the 
right of suffrage which has been con- 
ferred upon me along with the other 
women of Illinois. 

“When there are matfers at stake 
which are of interest to me or are of that 
importance which should demand the at- 
tention of voters generally it will be my 
pleasure and duty to participate in the 
elections and in the proceedings leading 
up to the elections. shall deem it m 
duty to instruct my daughters as best 
may and urge them to exercise this same 
privilege and duty. 

“It has been my part to attend to the 
domestic department of my family, leav- 
ing it to my husband, who has been ac- 
tively engaged in public life, to attend to 
that feature. I always have been for suf- 
frage, but my time has been occupied in 
my own department as the mother of thir- 
teen children. 

“ However, I am proud and glad that 
my husband saw that it wag his duty to 
sign the bill today, and I rejoice in com- 
mon with the women of Illinois at his 
action.”

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WARDS JOIN UTILITIES FIGHT 


Meetings Begun in 25th to Em- 
brace the Entire City. 


INSIST UPON HOME RULE. 


Many Messages Sent to Dunne De- 
manding Disapproval. 


The Twenty-fifth ward last night opened 
a campaign against the signing of the public 
utilities bill that is expected to embrace every 
ward in Chicago before Tuesday night. Three 
hundred residents gathered in a hall at Ev- 
aneton amd Wilson avenues and adopted res- 
olutions calling om Gov. Dunne to save Chi- 
cago’s home rule privileges. 

The meeting was presided over by Ald. 
Henry D. Capitain and among the speakers 
were Representative Charlies 8S. Graves and 
H. L. Terrill. The resolutions were signed 
by representatives of practically every north 
shore civic and business organization, in- 
cluding the Sheridan Park Improvement as- 
sociation, the North Shore Business Men's 
association, and the Wilson Avenue Busi- 
nese Men's association. 


Liquor Dealers Protest, 

Twenty-four local liquor dealers’ agsocia- 
tions, representing 8,000 Cook county saloon- 
keepers, in annua! convention in the Calu- 
met theater, South Chicago, protested against 
the utilities bill and asked Gov. Dunne to 
veto it. 

Ald. Si Mayer is planning a Third ward 
demonstration. The tentative plans are to 
hold it tomorrow evening at the Indlana 
theater, Indiana avenue and East Forty-third 
street. 

City Club Protests. 

The Girectors of the City club, through 
President Alfred L. Baker, protested to Gov. 
Dunne against the approval of the utilities 
bill for these reasons: 

1. We believe the commission provided for 
in the bill could not perform the prescribed 
duties for the whole state, including Chicago. 
The amount of work would be too great and 
too diverse. 

2. The appropriation—about $100,000 per 
year—is inadequate for the difficult and wide- 
ly scattered work required. 

8. The bill originally was drafted on the 
principle that the question of home rule as 
against state rule, both for Chicago and other 
cities, should be left open to determination 
by referendum vote. 

4. The bill would be a serious and unfortu- 
nate violation of the fundamental principle

Fear Park Bill Veto. 

There came the strongest intimation from 
the attorney general’s office that the formal 
opinion on the park consolidation bill will 
be unfavorable and that the attorney gen- 
eral will hold the bill embraces two subjects 
—physical consolidation and the revenue fea- 
ture—strictly prohibited by the oonstitution. 
Attorney General Lucey has not made any 
statement in advance of the opinion which 
will be transmitted te the governor tomor- 
row, but it is learned that he has gtven Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton an opportunity to 
be heard tomorrow upon the point in ques- 
tion. It is believed the governor will veto 
the bill and it is no secret that this action 
would be hailed with delight by his imme- 
diate political advisers. 


Signs Municipal Ownership Bf. 

Gov. Dunne performed an official duty 
which is held by him to be the most satisfac- 
tory and momentous of his administration 
when he signed the bill authorizing munic- 
ipal ownership and control of public utilities. 
This bill embraces the governor’s personal 
ideas of public ownership. The measure will 
become a law on July 1.- 

Aside from these acts and the approval of 
the woman's suffrage bill Gov. Dunne signed 
the firemen’s double platton bill; the state 
givil service amending act; the bill ex- 
tending the term of commissioners in Cook 
county to four years; the firemen’s peneton 
fund bill, placing the fire department on a 
legal equality with the police department as 
to pensions; the locomotive headlight bill; 
the hotel regulator bill and the bill making 
direct appropriation of $600,000 for state aid 
roads. 

The approval of the latter is taken as pre- 
eaging that the governor will sign the Tice 
good roads bill, which is declared to be in 
somewhat questionable technical condition. 


Modeled After Wisconsin Law. 
The opinion of the attorney general on the 
public utilities bill holds that it is modeled 
directly after the Wisconsin law, which has 
been held constitutional, and that in some 
respects it is superior to the Wiscongin act. 
The opinion in its essentials follows:

“ While there are a few provisions of the 
act relating to minor details which may 
profitably be objected to as unconstitutional, 
the adjudging of any or either of them as 
invalid would not affect the validity of the 
entire act or impair its usefulness.”

Summiers and Gregory went to where Mra 
Bristol roomed and then to Humboldt park, 
where they picked up Mise Petera That 
was about 9:30 p. m. They cruised about 
the south side and had supper about 11 or 
12 o'clock th a chop suey freetaurant at 
Paulina and Madisonetreets. There they had 
a round of drinks, be said. 

Then they drove north, Summers did, not 
know exactly where, and had more drigks. 
They entered Lincoln park at the north efd 
and stopped the car some dietance north 
of the jackknife bridge, whith is on the 
outer drive.

| elevated trains and also for the ultimate 


subway. The concessions are tentative in 
a* way, but seemed to the aldermen to 
indicate a softening of the attitude of the 
elevated interests. 

William G. Beele, counsel for the elevated 
roads, said through routing of the South 
Side and Northwestern lines was barred by 
ordinance and that the proposition was 
“up to the council.’ 


Two Drafts Submitted. 

Two drafts of ordinances were submitted, 
differing chiefly in the amount of loop plat- 
form extension necessary for through rout- 
ing.. Plan No. 2, which was favored, requires 
800 feet extension, as against 5,000 in No. 1 
This will accommodate about 1,100 cars an 
hour eround the loop, or 400 more then at 
present. The “L” company agrees to ac 


, cept a revocable license for one year on plat- 
form extensions to prove the benefit to the ; 


public. 

After insisting Samuel Insuil would not 
consider allowing the city a rent of more than 
4 per cent per annum upon 80 per cent of the 
cost of constructing a subway bounded in a 
general way by State, Twenty-second or 
Twenty-fourth, Chicago avenue, and with 
linge on Harrison from State to Halsted and 
on Randolph from State to Union park, Mr. 
Beale agreed to consult again with his chief 
and reply tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock, so 
® report can be made to the council on Mon- 
day night. The subway cost is fixed at $17,- 
000,000 and ig to be a four track affair on 
State, between Harrigon and Randolph, the 
remainder being two tracks. The city is to 
build the subway within five years. 


Opposes Less than 5 Per Cent. 

The harbor and subway commission recom- 
mends against the city accepting a@ rent of 
leas than 5 per eent per annum as compared 
with the company’s first offer of 1 per cent for 
the first five years, 1% per cent for the second 
ive years, and 6% per cent for the remaining 
ten years of a twenty year lease, an average 
of 4 per cent.

cured Money Likely to Meet 
General Approval.

Washington, D. C., June 26.—[Special.}]— 


The administration’s banking and currency | Conversa 


bill, containing several important changes 
from the draft originally published in Tux 
TRIBUNE, was introduced today in both 
houses of congress. 

The four changes of interest, both to the 
public oe ay ee of the cougtry are 


the followi 
_J. Retention in the bill of hae a 
gions for the gradual retirement of 
present bond secured bank note curren- 
c¥, amounting to $712,000,000, and the 
substitution therefor of treasury notes 
based upon the proposed federal reserve 
banks. 
¢2. Permission for country banks to de- 
pesit one-third of their reserves in other 
nks than reserve banks, subject to the 

approval of the central board of control. 

8. Permission for district reserve banks 
to initiate the rate at which they will 
discount for other banks, also subject to 
the approval of the central board of con- 
thol. 

“4. Authority to federal reserve banks 
ubder regulations prescribed by the cen- 
tral board of control, not only te buy but 
tp sell in the open market bankers’ bills, 
cable transfers, and bills of exchange. 


. ' 
Bankers’ Suggestions Adopted. 
These changes are due directly tu the rep- 
Ptations made to the president and the 
congressional icaders yesterday by George 
M. Keynolds of Chicago and three other 
bankers. While they are concessions to the 
babking interests, they are at the same time 
concegsions also to sounder principles of 
banking which tend to strengthen and not 
to weaken the bill. 

The-plan of retirement of the bond secured 
curren*y is likely to meet with general 
acquiesence. In the way it is to be put into 
effect it will arouse little, .if any, opposition; 
eer ainly nothing like that which would have 
be-n oflered to note issues by the individual 
bart.ks based upon their assets. 

Under the provisions of the bill, the new 
currency bill will be issued directly to the 
federal reserve banks and will be secured 
by a gold or lawful money reserve in the 
vaults of the-banks equal to one-third of the 
total amount of notes issued. 

In addition, the notes will be the first liens 
upon all the assets of the reserve banks, 
Moreover, there will be a government guar- 
antee of the notes. The security arranged 
for, however, is believed to be so ample 
that the responsibility of the government 
will be comparatively slight. 


Reserve Banks.to Issue Notes. 
The reserve banks wil! issue the notes to the 
banks of the reserve association as loans on 
security and discounts of commercial paper. 

The member banks ‘will not be responsible 
for any portion of the issues and therefore 

will not ‘have a hand in making them. The 
notes will be liabilities solely of the reserve 
banks and these banks will be under the 
direct supervision and some comtro! of the 
central reserve board. 

The bill proposed for enactment does not 
aim at the control of business credit by the 
‘banks. The benefits to accrue to the public 
under the proposed system will filter through 
the banks. 

Consequently, {t was obviously improper to 
impose upon the banks restrictions apt to 
make it more difficult for them to meet the 
demands of their business necessities. 

For these reasons the changes made in thse 
bill are regarded as highly desirable. 


More Changes Probable. 

The fact that the federal reserve board 
remains a government institution under the 
bill shows that the president and his cabinet 
and congressional advisers determined to 
geny for the moment the requesi uf the bank- 
ers that they be given representation on the

More Talks with ‘‘Palmer.’’ 

“ Mr. Ledyard detailed that conversation 
to me and during the next two or three days 
he had perhaps a half dozen other telephone 
ns with the same person, in which 
this person went into even greater detail 
about how and why he was in a position to 
grant legislative favors.- 

“ After each of these ichuntintins conversa- 
tions that Mr. Ledyard had with this party 


called me on the telephone and repeated 
to me, for the double purpose of having evi- 
dence at hand that it was an impersonation, 
that I was actually at that time many miles 
away from New York, and also to acquaint 
me with the proceeding, thinking that per- 
haps as a member of the house I ought to 
know about it. 


“Palmer” Refuses Personal Interview 
“Mr. Ledyard endeavored to get a per- 
sonalinterview with the man. He fought shy 
of that, saying as I recollect it that no good 
would be accomplished from a personal inter- 
view with him, but promised to see him later, 
and even went so far as to declare that in the 
next day or so he was obliged to be in Bethle- 
hem, which is in my district, so that he could 
not meet Mr. Ledyard at an hour that Mr. 
Ledyard suggested for a conference, 

‘* Mr. Ledyard, through the telephone com- 
pany, and I think through various other 
agencies, made a very earnest effort to lo- 
cate the person who talked with him over 
the telephone. The best he could do was to 
trace the telephone calls, and he traced them 
to a place which satisfied him as to who the 
party was. 

“Tf the committee wants to go into that 
further it seems to me Mr. Ledyard should 
be called, and I will leave it for hm to say 
what we found out eas to who this party was. 


Gets Meeting with Lauterbach, 

‘* This person who said he wes Representa- 
tive Palmer, when Mr. Ledyard was unable 
to secure a personal interview with him, de- 
clared he would name a person in whom Mr. 
Ledyard would have confidence and to whom 
he could talk freely, and who would be able 
to produce evidence that he and this alleged” 
representative, Palmer would be able to do 
what they Said. 

‘* Those statements finally led to Mr. Led- 
yard’s making an appointment to meet the 
gentleman whom’ this person named, and 
at the hour .of the appointment there ap- 
peared at Mr: Ledyard’s house Mr. Edward 
Lauterbach, a member of the bar of New 
York city, as I underetand. 

“ Mr. Ledyard and Mr. Lauterbach had a 
long conversation. about this matter, Mr. 
Lauterbach taking it up apparently from the 
thread which had been laid down by the 
pseudo Palmer over the telephone. 


Lawyer Explains His Connection. 

“Mr. Lauterbach declared that he spoke 
for several important gentlemen in the house 
of representatives who were able to do the 
things which the person who had been tele- 
phoning to Mr. Ledyard said could be de@ne: 
and when doubt was expressed by Mr. Led- 
yard as to the truth of such allegations, Mr. 
Lauterbach, as I recall it, urged Mr. Led- 
yard to come to Washington or to meet else- 
where in person certain gentlemen high in 
the house organization, ever™going go far 
as to mention the name of the speaker and 
the floor leader and, I think, one or two 
other important members of the house. 

“ After this had been told to me I told Mr. 
Ledyard did not see that I had any interest 
at all in the matter. It was an amazing 
proposition to me. I had never seen or heard 
of Mr. Lauterbach except in the most gen- 
eral way. I had never had any particular 
interest in any of these matters which # 
was said could be influenced or controlled. 
and therefore I said that I would prefer to 
have nothing further to do with the matter, 
and it was dropped.”’ 


Charges News to Riordan. 

Representative Daniel J. Riordan of New 
York took the stand and testified that he 
knew nothing of the charge made by Robert 
Scott Lovett that a man purporting to be the 
congressman had urged over the telephone 
the retention of Mr. Lauterbach as counsel. 

“I never saw Lovett in my life; I never 
spoke to him in my life,’’ Riordan said. “TI 
wouldn't know him if he came in this room 
tonight. In this connection Mr. Lauterbach’s 
name was mentioned. I have known him, but | 
I never mentioned his name in any connec- 
tion. I can’t find out where this telephone 
call was sent from, whether Washington 
or some place else. I never used the long 
distance telephone but twice in my life. I

Had No Idea of Using Pressure. 


Speaking of th thetalk with Ledyard he said: 

“ T was under the impression that one law- 
yer and gentjjeman was talking with another 
lawyer and gentleman. I felt I could be of 
service in pending matters, but not through 
the use of pressure. I did mention that the 
radical faction in Washington was led by 
Representative Henry just as I mentioned 
that the conservative faction was led by the 
congressman from Alabama. 

‘‘Mr. Ledyard asked me if I wished to be 
employed and I told him that I would be glad 
to be employed. I told him that if I was em- 
ployed that no money would be distributed to 
anybody and that I desired no fee. 

‘One’ day George F. Baker of the First 
National bank called me up and asked me to 
come to his house. I went over te situation 
with him. I said I desired to represent the 
Morgan interests again and I told him I had 
no other ulterior motive.’’ 

(Mr. Lauterbach concluded his testimony 
by saying he felt he had been “‘ a straightfor- 
ward, honest lawyer.” He declared charges 
that he could influence congress were ridic- 
ulous in the extreme,’’ and in reply to ques- 
tions by Senator Reed, said he did not know 
either Speaker Clark or Majority Leader Un- 
derwood. 

After thanking the committee for the op- 
portunity given him to be heard in his own 
defense, Mr. Lauterbach withdrew. The 
committee then adjourned. 


M’CORMICK GOES BEFORE JURY. 
President of County Board Says He 
Thinks Investigating Body Will 
Reach Criminals, 


“I think they have started something 
which will reach the criminals if there are 
any,”” said A. A. McCormick, president of 
the Cook county board, yesterday as he 
stepped out of the grand jury rooms in the 
‘Criminal court building. 

President McCormick had been recalies || 
as a witness in the investigation of the award 
of the contract fer the construction of the 
county hospital and had just concluded his 
testimony when he maderthe statement. He 
refused to discuss his appearance before the 
jury, further than the above remark. 

Definite information concerning the recall- 
ing of the witness could not be learned, but 
it was believed that the jurors sought Mr. 
McCormick's opinion as to certain lines of 
procedure in the investigation.

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Although a minority of the board twice has 
| thwarted the efforts of the majority to finance 
the Cooper investigativn, it is believed by 
President McCormick, now that Judge Bald- 
win has settled the legal tangle, that fur- 
ther obstructive tactics will not be attempted. 


Baldwin’s Decision Settles Issue. 

Several of the dissenting commissioners 
excused their opposition on the grounds that 
they were unable to pase upon the legality of 
either special jury in the absence of a con- 
clusive court opinion. Judge Baldwin, in his 
decision, is said to have completely eliminated 
this doubt. 

“ During the arguments,’’ declared the 
judge, “ both special} state's attorneys con- 
ceded the present situation, with two special 
state’s attorneys, is intolerable, and I felt 
it my duty to act promptly to the end that 
the investigation may proceed at once in an 
orderly and efficient manner. 

‘ Knowing, awe I do, beth Mr. Day and Mr. 
Northup, I cannot doubt that either, in con- 
ducting the proposed investigation, would do 
his utmost to justify the high esteem in which 
he ie now regarded by the public. 
mains true, however, that. Mr. Day was ap- 
pointed upon the motion of Mr. Hoyne, whose 
relation to the last election 1s to be the sub- 
ject of the investigation. 


Cooper-Hoyne Relations, 

“From the proceedings heard it is evident 
the relations. between Judge Cooper and the 
state’s attorney prior to this action were 
exceedingly strained, and, whether justly 
so or not, Mr. Hoyne believed the personal 
animosity of Judge Cooper toward him would 
prevent any fair investigation by a special 
grand jury if under the direction of Judge 
Cooper.

CLARKE TELLS BRIBERY TALE 


Adjuster Gives Own Version of 
Trying to Buy Hoynhe’s Ald. 


SAYS RABER DROPPED BILLS. 


“Then Policeman Stepped Out and 
Took Me,” He Concludes. 


Joseph Clarke, a publie insurance adjuster, 
explained yesterday how it was that he came 
to be caught passing $250 to Assistant State's 
Attorney Edwin Raber in the latter's office 
in the criminal courts building. The ex- 
planation came on the witnessstand in Judge 
Burke's court, where Clarke and Edward 
and Paul Covitz are on trial on charges of 
arson. 

The state charges that Clarke tried to bribe 
Raber to prevent the indictment of the Covitz 
brothers. Clarke was adjusting the Covitz 
brothers’ fire in which $35,000 was held up. 
John Danies, a state's witness, has confessed 
on the stand to receiving $700 from Clarke 
for starting the blaze. 


Here’s Clarke’s Statement. 


“It was this way,” said Clarke. ‘I tele- 
phoned from my house in Austin to Raber 
at his house, one night, that I would see 
him the next day at his office... He wouldn't 
meet me at his office on Clark street, because 
he sald that some one might be watching 
him. A man I know by the name of Nathan 
arranged the meeting first. 

“TI came to his office down stairs and we 
talked about the Covitz case. I told him that 
anything he could do for the boys would be 
appreciated. Then he said, ‘Well, what is 
there in it for me?’ 


Tells of “Retainer” of $500, 


He said if an indictment was returned he 
would have some one from his office—mean- 
ing his private office—defend the Covitz 
brothers. He said that would take a re- 
tainer of $500. I told him that I didn’t know 
he was practicing law, and he said he was 
and showed me his office name in the tele- 
phone book. I said I didn’t know, but I 
would see about it. He then said that if 
there was any indictment he would see that 
there was a “ monkey wrench ” in it. 

‘* Next morning I told him that the Covitsz 
brothers hadn't decided about any lawyer 
and that all the money was coming out of my 
pocket. I handed him the $250. He walked 
across the room, dropping the bills, and said 
they were not all there. I said: ‘ Count’em, 
don’t drop ‘em,’ and the policeman and 
stenographer from the next room welked tn

WAS NOTED AS A SPORTSMAN 


English Noble Lived Part of Time on 
Canadian Estate. 


LONDON, June 26.—Cronmartie Suther- 
land-Leveson-Gower, fourth Duke of Suther- 
land, died tonight. 

The Duke of Suthériand, who was born 
July 20, 1851, was, with the exception of 
the emperor of Russia, the largest land 
owner in Europe. His Scottish estates em- 
braced nearly a million and a half of acres. 
He owned 380,000 acres in Staffordshire and 
Shropshire and much landed property in 
other countries. 


Started Project for Workmen. 

Within the last five years the duke pur- 
chased 100,000 acres in Canada and began 
a colonization scheme for the benefit of Brit- 
ish workingmen. He built a home at Brooks, 
in southern Alberta, and spent several 
months each year there with the duchess 
and his young son Lord Alastair Leveson- 
Gower. 

Besides being a great landlord, the Duke 
of Sutherland was a kéen sportsman and 
yachtsman. His Catania visited America 
several times, and as the Marquis of Stafford 
he made frequent shooting trips in the United 
States. 

The widowed duchess was Lady Millicent 
&. Clair Erskine, daughter of the fourth 
Duke of Rosslyn and a sister of the present 
earl, well known In New York as an actor 
and journalist. She and the duke were 
married in 1084. They had two sons and a 
daughter. 


Widow Noted for Beauty. 

The duchess has four sisters, the eldest a 
half-eister, as remarkable as herself for 
beauty. They are the Countess of Warwick, 
Lady Algernon Gordon-Lennox, Lady West- 
moreland and Lady Angela Forbes. 

The new duke is George Granville Suther- 
land Leveton-Gower, marquis of Stafford.

California Townsmen Believe 
Them Japanese and Drive 
All Out. 


PUT BAGGAGE ON TRAIN. 


Possibility That Incident May 
Affect Negotiations with 
Island Empire. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 26—[Specialh}— 
The anti-Japanese feeling broke out afresh 
today at the little town of Hemet, in the 
Perris valley, when a party of citizens of 
that place, mostly ranchers, met a crowd of 
supposedly Japanese fruit pickers and or 
dered them to kave town at once. 

They had just arrived from Riverside én 
the afternoon train to work in the apricot 
and peach groves. The crowd seized their 
baggage, threw it back on board the baggage 
car and ordered the men to get aboard and 
“mot come back.’’ 

Ranchers in the Little Lake region had 
engaged the foreigners to pick apricots. 
Their trees were heavy with fruit and no 
labor was available. 

Want No Ooreans Either. 

After the train had left Joe Simpson and 
William Wilson, two of the ranchers who 
had engaged the foreigners, told the crowd 
that the men were not Japanese but Coreans. 

“That makes no difference,” shouted the 
ringleader of the crowd. “ Coreans are just 
as objectionable here as Japs, and we don’t 
want, and will not have either among us. 
And further, don’t you try to bring them in 
here again.” 

Many persons who saw the Asiatics at the 
gtation. however, declared that they were 
Japanese. Mayor H. G. Shaw of Hemet and 
a few business men, after the train had lett, 
met at the city hall and derounced the action 
of the crowd. But the meeting’ was not 
wholly harmonious. Many prominent men, 
ranchers and others, declared they would not 
have Japanese in Hemet, but if the men were 
really Coreans, that “ undoubtedly the law 
had been violated.”’ 

Fear They Will Lease Land. 

The principal objection of the people of 
Hemet to Japs seems to be the fear that the 
Asiatics will try, if allowed to get a foothold 
in Perris valley, to lease land similar to the 
way they now are doing in Oregon and Wash- 
ington and thus be in a position soon todrive 
the Americane out of the fruit raising inéus- 
try entirely. 

Inquiry at the Japanese association here 
tonight elicited the information that no at- 
tention would be paid to the Hemet matter, 


Likely to Embarrass Negotiations. 

Washington, D. C., June 26.—(Special.}— 
Expulsion of Japanese subjects from River~ 
side, Cal., is likely to make the relations of 
the Japanese and American governments 
more embarrassing. 

The Hemet affair will be cabled to Japan 
and published im the sensational press as 
further evidence of American hostility.

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& THE SUFFRAGE BILL SIGNED. 

Gov. Dunne had declared himself as to 
the principle on which the suffrage act 
was based. When the opposition to the 
bill pressed him to do with his pen what 
the legislature refused to do with their 
votes he had only the form of the bill to 
consider. He could not veto it as an act 
rontrary to public policy, because he had 
announced that he regarded it as equitable 
and beneficial.

The opposition was not lightly to be 
dismissed, but the governor wisely de- 
cided to leave the question of the act’s. 
tonformity with the constitution to the 
fourts, for which Attorney General Lucey, 
even if he had been more doubtful on the 
question of the bill’s validity, was not a 
fair equivalent. 


DENYING THE RIGHT OF SELF- 
INVESTIGATION. 

Judge Baldwin's decision that the spe 
tial state’s attorney appointed by Judge 
Cooper and the special grand jury author- 
ized by him to investigate the Hoyne elec- 
tion are the proper instruments for that 
Investigation must be regarded by the firm 
of Haitch & Haitch as subversive of the 
hew right of self-investigation. 

The fearless young state's attorney, Mr. 
Maclny Hoyne, made a’ fearless and 
courageous fight for the maintenance of 
this right, supported by the other mem- 
bers of the firm, but Judge Baldwin was 
unimpressed and remained heedless. 

It may be that a great wrong has been 
done, but Judge Baldwin’s reasoning will 
nppéal to other than Haitch & Haitchers as 
eminently sensible. Even as the judge 
pointed out in his decision, a report from 
mn grand jury wnder the direction of a 
state’s attorney appointed at Mr. Hoyne’s 
request might have been received by the 
publie with chill skepticism. 

Judge Cooper's jurisdiction was unques- 
tioned and the procedure before him reg- 
ular. The sudden flurry of activity in the 
state’s attorney's office to retain contro] of 
an investigatian which could no longer be 
prevented was.not regarded by Judge 
Baldwin as full of impressive argument. 

Therefore the judge, in whose custody 
the ballots were, ordered them placed at 
the diposal of the grand jury authorized 
by Judge Cooper, and Judge Kersten has 
dismissed the special state's attorney and 
the special grand jury authorized at the 
request of Mr. Hoyne. The way now is 
cleared for an inquiry fnto the election. 

This inquiry will be concerned with 
voting machines as well as paper ballots 
another circumstance which may cause 
grief to the firm of Haitch & Haitch. The 
charge that there were seals broken on the 
machines, and that inaccurate if not 
fraudulent voting was possible, reopens the 
subject which the firm of Haitch & Halitch 
investigated to its own satisfaction before 
the right of self-investigation was ques- 
tioned successfully. 

Machines as well as ballots are subject 
to investigation by the special grand jury 
recognized by Judge Baldwin. 


RAILROADS AND THE PEOPLE. 

The testimony of the head of the Union 
Pacific as to attempts made to induce the 
hiring of a legal lobbyist to head off “ radi- 
cal” action against the Harriman system 
gives the public a picture behind the scenes. 
It also suggests a welcome determination 
among men hign in the financial and rail- 
road world not to rely upon underground 
methods in defense of rights or interests. 

Of course, we cannot tell from Mr. Lov- 
ett’s testimony that Lauterbach’s services 
were not declined because the Harriman 
system was already supplied with similar 
or better “ protection.”” But such is not the 
Indication, and it is fair to believe that the 
attitude implied by Mr. Lovett’s action in 
this case is a part of the wise recent tenden- 
cy of the railroads to rely upon publicity, 
eandor, and the justice and sensible self- 
Interest of the public to protect them'from 
injurious legislation. 

During the period when the railroad man- 
agers assumed that the railroad is a private 
affair—" our own business, and the public 
be damned "—the public developed, natural- 
ly, a corresponding attitude of damn the raii- 
roads. But with the application of sharp 
discipline wisdom has come to railroad men, 
and they are Tealizing more clearly today 
that their function is semi-public, not private. 
As this has dawned upon the railroad men, 
and as they have shown more public spirit, 
public opinion has begun to respond, as, {n- 
deed, it ought to respond for its own ad- 
vantage. 4

ROM Rome comes the report of the 
engagement of the widowed American 
Princess Eugénie Ruspoli to Don Philip 
Orsini, nineteenth Duke of Gravina, 
prince of the holy Roman empire, and 

head of the historic house of Orsini. 

Princess Ruspoli, who, as wife of Don Philip 
Orsini, will outrank every other American 
woman who has ever married an Italian, was 
formerly Miss Eugénie Berry of Oakhill, Ga., 
was married en premieres noces toa wealthy 
tobacco grower of the south of the name of 
Bruton, who, on his death, left her his large 
fortune. 

She thereupon married at Washington, D. 
C., in 1902, the late Prince Enrico Ruspoll 
when he was attached to the Itallan embassy 
there. Cardinal Martinelli, then the apostolic 
delegate in the United States, officiated at the 
ceremony. 

This marriage was not altogether a happy 
one, and when Don Enrico Ruspoli died it was 
found that he had bequeathed his fine reai- 
dence at Rome and the castle of Nem}, pur- 
chased, restored, and furnished with her 
money, to his brother, Bartolomeo. 

= 

The castle is one of the most celebrated of 
the great medieva) fortresses of Italy. It 
is perched on a cliff overlooking the Lake 
Nemi, which was known to the ancients as 
Diana's mirror. Its battlements and towers, 
taken in conjunction with the lake, form a 
superb picture, famillar to almost every 
American tourist. 

The large pile, as it stands today, was bullt 
by the Frangipanis, whose gtronghold it be- 
came. From them it was taken by force by 
the Orsinis, who held it for some hundreds 
of years, and who are now about to recover 
possession thereof through the marriage of 
Don Philip to Princess Eugénie Ruspoli. 

The Colonnas captured it from the Orsinis, 
and from them it passed, always by violence, 
to the Piccolomini, the Cancl, ete., until about 
forty years ago it was purchased peacéably 
by the Torlonias. 

However, the peasantry on the estate re- 
fused to have anything to do with such par- 
venus as the Torlonnias, accustomed as they 
had been from time immemorial to be ruled 
over by patricians of ancient lineage. 

The Torlonias had nothing but trouble with 
the place and were glad to get rid of it by sale 
to Princess Eugénie Ruspoli, who spent 
large sums in restoring It and equipping it 
with modern conveniences, 
luxuries, making it her principal home. 

Naturally the princess contested the will of 
her husband and finally won her case and 
recovered all her property.

Don Philip Orsini is a fine looking man of 
69, with a long, snow white beard, -who lost 
his wife, a Countess Hoyos of Hungary (sis- 
ter of the Count Hoyos who spent a number 
of years at Washington as Austrian envoy) in 
1909. She had for years been separated from 
her husband, who, by almost insane extrava- 
gance and by reckless speculation, especially 
in Roman real estate, had almost wholly 
wrecked the once grandiose fortune of his 
house. 

Indeed, he was placed under judicial tute- 
lage; the remnants of his property being 
vested in the hands of trustees, and he was 
suspended from the exercise of his hereditary 
office as prince assistant from the holy seat, 
which the head of the house of Orsini! has 
shared for hundreds of years with the chief 
of the house of Colonna. 

Don Philip’s marriage to Princess Eugénie 
Ruspoli will have the effect of placing him 
once more on his financial feet, and it is pos- 
sible that, In that event, Pope Pius X. will 
restore to him his prerogatives ae prince as- 
sistant to the holy seat. more especially as the

Don Philip is descended in a direct male line 
from Orsus Orsini, who was senator of Rome 
at the time of the firet crusade. Indeed, from 
that time forth until Rome became the cap!- 
tal of united Italy, there has been no patrician 
house, save that of Colonna, which has been 
so intimately identified with the fortunes of 
the Eterna! City as that of Orsini, which has 
furnished several popes to the Catholic 
church, notably Stephen II., whe reigned in 
the middle of the eighth century; Nicholas 
Ill. and Benedict XIII. 

In olden times the Colonnas and the Orsinis 
were always at war with one another, and 
their respective palaces were fortresses, al! 
Rome being divided into two camps by their 
rivalry. 

The Orsinis have still the right of styling 
themselves “ cousin” of the sovereign at the 
courts of the Quirinal, Dresden, Brussels. 
Madrid, and Vienna, and possessed similar 
prerogatives in France when it was stil! a 
monarchy. 

In the days of Pius IX., the Orsini palace in 
the Via Monte Savello was one of the centers 
of social life of the great world and renowned 
throughout Europe for its priceless treasures 
of art and history. 

The contents of the palace, however, have 
been dispersed, even the archives of the 
house, covering a peried considerably over 
a thousand years, being so!d, passing fortu- 
nately intact inte the possession of the munic- 
ipal ibrary of the city of Rome, The Orsini 
palace, which was purchased by the papacy, 
is let out in apartments,

Don Philip has no brothers, but has five 
children—namely: three daughters, one of 
whom is a Franciscan nun, and two sons, 
the elder of whom, Domenico, known as 
Price di Solofra, made a most unfortunate 
marriage, attended by difficulties that have 
on several occasions been aired in the courts 
of law. The younger, Don Lelio, who ig still 
unmarried, lg good looking, and one of the 
officers of the Noble guardat the vatican, and 
he figured as a member of the papal special 
embassies at the coronation festivities of 
King Edward and King George.

Celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle Begins on the Batie | 
field on Sunday and Continues for a Week. 7

EE, tn command of the Army of North- 

ern Virginia, was from the opening 

of the campaign over exultant, and 

his spirit of elation was shared by 

most of his generals and all of his men. 
It was no wonder, for he had had for a year 
an almost unbroken series of victories, some 
of them won when he had hardly half the 
force of his opponents. 

Having beaten McClellan, Burnside, and 
Hooker, he fancied he could easily defeat 
Meade also, especially as the latter was ham- 
pered by having come to his place only three 
days before the battle. The best critics are 
of the opinion, however, that Gettysburg 
was Lee's worst battle, and that the Army 
of the Potomac was never in all his history 
handled better. 


~~ 

A striking parallel may be drawn between 
Gettysburg and Waterloo. The two armies 
were nearly on a par as to numbers—the 
Confederates had about 75,000 an@ the Union 
forees probably 90,000; the losses aggregated 
in each battle nearly 50,000, almost equally 
divided. t Waterloo lasted only from noon 
till 8 o'clock in the evening; Gettysburg 
took three days. 

—— 

Carr’s brigade of Sickles’ corps will have 
headquarters at the reunion next week in the 
old “ Rogers house” on the Emmitsburg 
road, on the exact line of battle which that 
command occupied at the opening of the 
fight on Thursday afternoon, July 2, 1868.

to July 6.

Statement by the Building Construction 
Employers’ Association Dealing 
with Matters of Vital 
Concern to YOU 


In a Statement fssued yesterday by the Building Construction Em- 
ployers’ Association it is charged that jurisdictional strikes over frivial 
affairs during the last three years have lost millions of dollars to con- 
tractors, owners and workingmen. In every case, it is insisted, the 
cause of the trouble was the dispute among the unions themselves and 
beyond control of the employers; and the Joint Arbitration agreements 


were broken by the unions, 


As an oxample of the enormous loss to owners, contractors and 
thousands of workingmen, due to trouble between the unions themselves 
in carrying out contracts, one building was mentioned. There trouble 
between the machinists and the millwrights in regard to coal conveyors 
has prevented payment of a balance due to contractors of $359,000.00 
which would have been made under ordinary conditions a year ago last 
November. In interest alone this means a loss of more than $30,000.00 
to the contractors, to say nothing of the loss to the owners and the loss 
of wages to the workmen. | 


“During the last year,” said Secretary Craig of the Building Con- 
struction Employers’ Association, “there have been over 300 strikes, 
all caused by disputes among the unions themselves, on buildings in Chi- 
cago. In nearly every case the cause of the trouble was the merest 
triviality, and organized labor was used to forward the selfish interests 
of individuals.” . : 


The statement issued by the Association after meeting yesterday 
follows: 


“Labor conditions have been growing steadily worse in Chicago 
until it has become impossible for employers to take any contract work 
in the hope of completing it without innumerable strikes. 


“During the last year the loss because of these strikes to owners, 
contractors and union workingmen runs into millions of dollars. 


“And yet union labor has always been employed, and until recently 
there have been few serious differences between the employers and the 
unions. Almost invariably the trouble has been among the unions them- 
selves. Jurisdictional strikes, caused by a question as to what union 
should do certain work, have cost owners and contractors millions, have 
thrown thousands of workingmen out of employment and have been a 
serious blow to the welfare and growth of Chicago. 


“On every day during the past year there have been strikes on all 
large buildings; first on one and then another, the unions violating their 
Joint Arbitration agreements with the employers. These strikes were 
of the kind absolutely beyond the employers’ control, and while some 
question of jurisdiction was being wrangled over by the unions thov- 
sands of workmen lay idle and millions of dollars were lost to the work- 
men, owners and contractors. ra 

“One single month furnishes an example of the general cond'tions 
which have prevailed for thrée years. During that month there were 
strikes, all of them jurisdictional in nature, on the following large 
buildings:

Butler Brothers 


“This list could be extended to include thousands of other build- 
ings, large and small. 


“In many instances, after a jurisdictional strike was settled, an- 
other strike was declared for precisely the same reason. For ¢-ample, 
the Butler Brothers Building was tied up repeatedly on account of the 
dispute between the carpenters and the sheet metal workers over column 
form work in cement construction. 


“A strike on the Nicholas Senn High School, lasting from July 12th 
to Sept. 27th, prevailed on account of trouble between the International 
Association and the United Association of Steamfitters. The Sheet 
Metal Workers, Plumbers, Gasfitters, Steamfitters, Roofers and Cement 
Finishers all were off for that period.

“*The objects of this Association shall be to promote and protect 
the interests of its members in Cook County, Mlinols; to maintain just 
and equitable treatment in their relations with each other and with 
their employes; to promote steadiness of employment in the building 
trades, to supervise the making of trade agreements respecting the em- 
ployment of labor by its members, and to insist upon the fulfillment of 
such agreements, both in letter and spirit; to promote the settlement 
of labor disputes by arbitration; to prevent strikes and lockouts; to en-

| opened the league will be largely relieved 


— 


of which are made up of foreign immi- 
grants. One looks over the list of con- 
tributors to the funds of the league with 
some astonishment. The great houses at 
the stockyards depend largely on newly 
arrived immigrants for their supply of la- 
bor. Yet apparently only one of the 
masters of industry at the stockyards has 
seen fit to contribute to the work of help- 
ing these same immigrants get on their feet 
in the new, strange, and terrifying city 
to which they have come. 

Most of the hotels in Chicago find it 
profitable to employ Polish girls as cham- 
bermaids; they do much of the hard and’ 
unpleasant work in the big restaurants. 
One looks in vain for the name of a hotel 
or restaurant on the list of cwyutrib- 
utors. The rough and dangerous work 
of railroad construction is largely done 
by the sturdy men who come from the 
south of Europe. Only one railroad ‘co:n- 
pany has recognized the league financially. 

at 
ND as is usually the case in move- 
ments which require breadth of. sym- 
pathy and vision, it is the women who 
have taken the lead. More than 800 of 
the 528 contributors are women, who, hay- 
ing no ‘wish or willingness to exploit the im- 
migrants, have seen fit rather to assist 
them. | 

The work of the Immigrants’ Protective 
league is impressive not only because of 
what is accomplished, but even more be- 
cause of what its lack of means forces it 
to leave undone. It is able to receive 
only those immigrants who arrive at the 
Dearborn street railroad station. Those 
who come in other stations, amounting to 
4,000 more each month, are forced to get 
along as best they can with only the small 
assistance offered by agents of the rail- 
roads, who vary from fairly good to worse 
than incompetent. 

Yet members of the staff of the league 
have visited, at least once during’ 1912, 
more than 3,300 immigrant girls who 
reached Chicago unaccompanied; they 
have assisted in securing the regular en- 
rollment of. more than 3,000 immigrant 
children of schoo] age; they have ‘investi- 
gated 127 so-called private ‘“ banks” 
scattered throughout the foreign districts 
and have pointed out how frequently in- 
experienced immigrants are swindled out 
of their little ‘savings by such unscrupu- 
lous ‘ bankers”; they have forced re- 
funds of money from steamship and Fail 
road companies; they have found con- 
genial work for immigrants in a couple 
of hundred instances, and have been able 
to secure ihospital treatment in other 
CASES.

N the broader field the influence of the 

league has been strongly felt. Large- 
ly as a result of its work the national 
‘government has agreed to establish In 
Chicago a branch of the federal protec- 
tive bureau for immigrants. When— 
some time this year—this new burean is

The league also expects to secure the 
establishment in Chicago of a branch of 
the bureau of information of the United 
States immigration department.

NE often hears complaint on the 

part of soft and easy Chicago people 
of the overcharging and extortion which 
Americans suffer at the hands of cabmen, 
hotelkeepers, and similar gentry while 
traveling in Europe. At least they con- 
fine their attention to people whom they 
believe to be, rich, and, at worst, their 
peculations are petty. If the immigrant 
poptlation of Chicago were vocal, it could 
tell stories of swindling, barefaced rob- 
bery, and persecution on the part of Chi- 
cago people which, by comparison, would 
endow the European small change bandits 
with certificates of good character. And 
the Chicago grafters despoil people whom 
they know to be very poor. 

As a result of continual contact with 
the immigrants, Miss Grace Abbott, the di- 
rector of the league, and .her devoted 
staff have come to believe that almost all 
of them are potentially desirable additions 
to the citizenship of Chicago. If they are 
allowed to be plundered, persecuted, and 
exploited it is likely that some of them 
will be driven. into pauperism or into 
crime. 

It is hard for even a “ wop” to learn to 
love a city in which he is mad; the butt 
of every cruel jest and the victim of every 


form of oppression anc exploitation.

Ten minutes later the playing of 
the ™“Marseillaise” by the band announced 
that President Poincaré was coming. He was 
greeted cordially by his royal hosts and the 
public, 

Twelve officers from the French cavalry 
school at Saumur then gave an exhibition of 
skilled horsemanship, after which came the 
final jumping competition for King Bdward's 
challenge cup for teams of three officers from 
different countries. Seven countries entered. 

The interest was increased by the fact that 
France had won this“competition twice and 
a third victory would have given her posses- 
sion of the cup and the spectators.would have 
been delighted, ~ 

The French, however, were outdone by their 
Russian allies, who were pronounced the vic- 
tors, with England third. It was thus a vic- 
tory for the triple entente, although Italy was 
the only member of the triple alliance repre- 
sented.

The contest occupied so much time that 
President Poincaré had to leave to fill other 
engagements before the remainder of the pro- 
gram was finished. 

Sir Edwin Grey gave a dinner to President 
Poincaré at the foreign office tonight. The 
guests beside M. Pichon, the French foreign 
minister, and President Poincaré’s suite were 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, 
Prince Louis of Battenburg, all the members 
of the cabinet, and also the members of for- 
mer ministries. . 

At the conclusion of the dinner President

ingham palace. During the day the French 
president went by special train to Windsor 
and deposited wreaths on the tombs of the 
late Queen Victoria and the late King Ed- 
ward.

We do not have to pay room rent, “as the 
home is owned . one of us, but what is re- 
ceived from the tenant is practically all used 
for repairing or improving the house. We 
have the upper flat, consisting of four rooms 
——@ living room, two bedrooms, and a kitchen. 
We divide the work between us, d= do 
the best we can to accomplish our share of it. 
We get our own breakfast and have our din- 
ners’ out. As I reach home about an hour 
sooner in the afternoon than my cousin I 
have tea ready when she returns. On Sun- 
days we go to a restaurant for either sup- 
per or dinner, as suits ug best. Of course, 
sometimes we are invited out to tea on Sun- 
day, and sometimes we have company for the 
evening meal. 

We have our dresses made by a dressmaker, 
and buy our suits and coats ready made. Wo 
do our mending ourselves, and sometimes a 
little plain sewing. ‘We are careful of our 
clothes, and always choose serviceable ma- 
terials, especially for everyday wear. In bduy- 
ing @ suit or coat we select something which 
is im style, but never an extreme style, as this 
would go out of fashion sooner. We havé our 
washing done by a neighbor, and its costs 
us from 50 cents to $1 per week all together. 
This I think is much more satisfactory than 
sending clothes to a laundry, as they last 
longer and are whiter. 

We each save from: $10 to $15 per month. 
We go to amusements a few evenings every 
week, and my cousin belongs to a church s0- 
clety, which meets one evening every week. I 
suppose if we had to, we could cut down our 
expenses still thore, but as it is, we enjoy our- 
selves, Save a stated amount, and try to make 
the most of everything. I have found out that 
the way to be happy is to find enjoyment in 
little things, and what is near at hand; to 
make the most of our environment, and to do 
something for others.

TO MAKE THE OMELET—Put the sugar in 
a small pan and shake it about so as to cover 
the entire bottom. Cut the banana in slices 
and put these on the sugar. Heat up gently 
sO as to caramelize the sugar but not burn it, 
and fry the bananas. Turn them after a bit 
and cook until almost melted, gathering them 
into the center of the pan, so that they will 
form a solid and firm layer on the outside of 
the omelet—a caramelized layer of fruit. Put 
in the butter around them, add the yolk of 
the egg, well beaten, and let: it cook a bit be- 
fore adding the stiffly beaten whites. As soon 
as the latter are added fold the omelet, for 
after the whites cook they puff up so much 
that the yellow part will not cover them, and 
the two parts cannot be served without being 
scrambled. This does not interfere with the 
taste, but only with the appearance of the 
omelet. 

Those who are not accustomed to it might 
object to the sweetness in this, but it is really 
very slight, and the caramel is agreeable to 
most people. 

This is‘a much more agreeable omelet to my 
mind than one filled with raspberries or any 
sort of wholly uncooked fruit, and if care- 
fully made, ft is prettier than any with the

“FRUIT SALAD—Soak one bok of getalin 
in one-half pint of cold water for five minutes. 
Then add one pint of boiling water and stir 
until the gelatin is dissolved.

Let this cool while. you pre- 
pare two salad dishes, and into each slice six 
bananas, one and one-half oranges, one-half 
cup English walnuts chopped, and a handful 
of raisins.

fuls, and put on the top after the salad is 
“set,” to keep the fruit from getting dark.

Let them stand one hour; drain off 
the water that has risen, stir in one beaten 
egg, salt. and pepper and one heaping tea- 
spoon baking powder; make a batter a little 
stiffer than for wheat cakes; use plenty of fat 
for frying. Fry as you would wheat cakes.

Message in Indiana Today.

It has been impossible for G. T. Bindbeutel, seo- 
retary of the Aero Club of Illinols, official 
dispateher, to judge accurately the time to detail 
the different divisions, as the speed of the mes- 
sage is governed by the conditions of the roads, 
and the number and physical training of the 
boys. 
The boys’ places in order are marked by Ameri- 
can flags and lanterns. The scouts run under full 
emergency inetructions. A relief squad accom- 
panies the runners and there are physicians sup- 
plied by each town to protect against exhaustion 
or any mishap.

Testifies His ‘deteetpasies Gave 
Corporation Clean Bill. 


FOR TENNESSEE IRON DEAL. 


. Advised 
Sanction by Roosevelt. 


New York, June 26.—James R. Garfield, 
commissioner of corporations during the 
Roosevelt administration, testified today for 
the defense in the hearings of the government 
dissolution suit against the United States 
Stee) corporation. 

Mr. Garfield described the investigation of 
the corporation, which he began at the be- 
hest of President Roosevelt in 1905, and said 
thet he -hagd reported to the president in 
1907 that he had@ not found anything that 
would call for ‘prosecution. 


Advised Roosevelt’s Sanction, 

This. was when the president consulted 
him relative to the proposed purchase of the 
Tennessee Coal.and Irom company by the 
corporation, which Mr. Roosevelt subse- 
quently sanctioned. 

“I told President Roosevelt,’ said Mr. 
Garfield, “that I saw no reason why the 
sanction should not be given. I told him 
that the bureau of corporations had not 
found anything that would call for the prose- 
cution of the Steel corporation. I found no 
illegal or improper practice on the part of 
the corporation. I so reported.” 

The witness declared that Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the corporation, had agreed in 
the presence of himself and President Roose- 
velt to supply all the information asked for 
by the bureau, He said his investigation 
was thorough and that the steel corporation 
did not put any obstacies in his way or refuse 
any books or records. 


Garfield Lacked Evidence? 

On cross examination by Jacob M. Dickin- 
som, the government attorney, Mr. Garfleld 
said he had never examined witnesses under 
oath during his investigation, although he 
had a right’ to do so. Neither had he ex- 
amined the minutes of the corporation, which 
the government has put in evidence in the 
presentment. 

‘“‘Mr. Gary told me,”’ added the witness, 
“that he knew of no such thing as the cor- 
poration oBtaining rebates, and offered to 
root out any such practice should it be found 
to exist.” 

The hearing was adjourned until October.

President McCormick of the county board 
yesterday suggested that judges on the crim- 
inal bench of the county curtail their usual 
six weeks’ vacation, and hear some of the 
cases of prisoners now being crowded in 
the old county Jail. 

After an inspection of the jail, in which he 


meant for two prisoners, Mr. McCormick 
described the conditions as inhuman. He said 
that there was urgent need of a new county 
jail and criminal courts building, large 
enough to accommodate prisoners under 
healthful conditions. 


Zoo Animals Better Quartered. 

“ The animals in Lincoln park are housed 
better than the human beings in the county 
jail,” said Mr. McCormick at the end of 
the inspection, on which he was accompanied 
by Mrs. Gertrude Howe Britton of the Ju- 
venile Protective association, Sherif! Zim- 
mer, and Commissioners Moriarity, Ander- 
gon, Harris, Mitchell, and Nowak, Superin- 
tendent of Public Service Kenyon, and Miss 
Minnie Lowe of the United Jewish Charities. 

“The conditions are intolerable,” said Mr. 
McCormick. There are four or five men 
crowded into cell: which should hola two 
at the most. These cells are no larger than 
my office table and are badly overcrowded. 
The jail is but a factory for criminals.” 


Defends Jail Made Bread. 

Jailer William T. Davies said in defense 
of the basement bakery found in operation 
in the jail that it is impossible to get good 
bread on contracts and that the bread made 
there was as good as any that can be bought. 
Trusties make it under the direction of a 
baker employed by the county.

The Continental 
financed the scheme.

“The bank loaned Watson $400,000 on his 
bonds,’’ said Mr. Platt. ‘‘ He had a reclama- 
tion project near New Orleans which looked 
perfectly good. He sold $200,000 of the bonds 
and then depression developed in the 
reclamation bond market, which made the 
balance of the bonds unnegotlable.
